HOPE TO OPEN 
NEW TOWN DUMP 
JUNE 1 


Witmington's Boant of Health 
expects to sign a contract next week 
with the operator of the proposed 
sanitary land fill operation on lower 
Main St. which will serve Wilming- 
ton as a town dump. 

‘The contract was described by 
Patrick Thibeau, agent of the Board 
Chairman Gus Walk- 
ry stiff contract” which 
would give the Health Board rigid 
control over the operation. 

The dump was the object of vig- 
orous objections by residents of the 
section at the time of its proposal 
despite lengthy arguments by town 
officials regarding its merits, Chief 
objection stemmed from the use of 
the dump by other towns. 
Proponents of the idea maintain 
ed that the subsequent filling of 
the area, (formerly known as Mor- 
an’s gravel pit) would be a distinct 
advantage, as well as the obtaining 
of a suitable town dump,
